Space flights capture the "public’s imagination. But, they also 
raise the ancient auery that has plagued explorer’s, inventors and 
pioneers since the dawn of time. What good are they? The answer 
is a great deal of good. The billions of dollars that have been spent 
toward putting a man on the moon have not been rocketed into space 
as many people seem to think. They have been spent here on earth. 
Idke an iceberg, space flights are but the visible tip of massive ad¬ 
vances in knowledge that can be turned to the resolution of earth 
problems. 

A top participant in the space effort and a company that has 
aggressively applied space technologj^ to commercial manufactur¬ 
ing, North American Rockwell Corpoi'ation, notes in one of its ad¬ 
vertisements that, “Every time we take on outer' space*, we learn 
more about how to tackle the problems on earth. Already, the na¬ 
tion’s space program has sparked breakthroughs in fields like medi¬ 
cine, electronics, materials and weather forecasting. And we’ve hardly 
gotten off the gi'ound.” The head of the company, Mr. Willard F. 
Hockwell, Jr., in recommending specific cooperative action on the 
jpart of government and industry to prevent man from disrupting 
and “destroying his environment,” says that, “Industries with high 
technical potential should be called upon to increase their commit¬ 
ment to pertecting conseiwation and antipollution devices and pro¬ 
cedures_” 

The effort that has gone into the space program has infused a 
large segment of science and industry with new life that could be 
tlie salvation of the country in years to come.

Blood and Birthday 


A new idea for relieving the serious blood shortages that plague 
many parts of the country, especially in the summer and after 
Christmas, is proposed in an' article “Why Is It Tough To Get 
Blood?,’’ in the April issue of the American Legion Magazine, 

Mr. Tom Mahoney, author of the article, suggests that every 
eligible person celebrate his or her birthday by giving a pint of 
blood at their local blood bank or collection center. 

“If only one or rtvo additional persons out of 100 would give 
one pint of blood a year,” says Dr, Frank Coleman, president of 
the American Association of Blood Banks, “the shortage problem 
for blood has been rising steadily bficausa of advances in surgery 
and therapy and has now passed 6.5 million pints a year the article 
reports. Blood needs are increasing 10 per cent'a year at many hos¬ 
pitals, and work of the bipod clearing houses is rising at about 15 
per cent a year. They shift blood about the country to meet shortages 
and enable blood given locally to be credited to distant patients. 

But, our population is increasing only about one per cent a 
year and wliile nearly 105 million Americans are qualiiied by age 
and health to give blood only two to three per cent of them do so. 
If you are between 21 and 60, or even older if your doctor approves, 
you can help by donating at your local blood bank or collection 
center. 

You don’t need to wait for your birthday.

The lethal effects of chemical 
pesticides such as DDT- and other 
chlorinated hydrocarbons on fish¬ 
es, in particular, which provide 
needed outdoor recreation for 60 
million American fishermen 
women, and childi*en, were docu¬ 
mented by the late Miss Carson.- 
in a chapter of her book, cap¬ 
tioned ‘‘Rivers of Death.”

APARTMENT HOUSE 
FISHING 

Whenever a tree falls into a 
lake or stream, it becomes a 
giant, luxury apartment house. 
The first occupants to move 
J in are minnows and small 
• fish seeking shade and shel¬ 
ter. Close behind will be cray- 
^ fish, hellgrammites, caddis 
nymphs, frogs, worms and 
many other forms of aquatic 
life. 

This abundance of natural 
food soon attracts some keep¬ 
er-size fish and several -of 
these will probEj)ly make 
the fallen tree their home. 

Sharp-eyed anglers take ad¬ 
vantage of logs and stumps in 
the water, say the fishing 
aulihorities at Mercury* out¬ 
boards, and their fishing suc¬ 
cess improves when they learn 
how to use these underwater 
housing developments for fish. 

In addition to providing 
shelter for small aquatic life 
(and thus food for fish) down¬ 
ed trees serve fish as protec¬ 
tion from prey animals an d 
as shade from the sun, 

Largemouth bass like to lie 
under a log just where it en¬ 
ters the water and oatch small 
frogs as they leave the water 
to sun themselves. A bass 
bug — or top water plug — 
cast so that it glances off the 
log will often tempt a bass 
Into thinking It’s his next 
mesl. 

The position of the sun 
makes a difference as to which 
side-you should aim your cast. 
MQ;5t fish like the shade, there¬ 
fore it's best to drop the first 
ca^t on the shady side of a 
log or stump. If a fish is at 
home, that's probably where 
you'll find him. 

During the hours when the 
sun is almost directly over¬ 
head, fish move into deeper 
water along the log. They’re 
reluctant to leave their feed¬ 
ing table and protection. 
When this happens, the Mer¬ 
cury lads suggest that it's 
time to change to a spinning 
rig and work the deep water 
at the end of the log. 

Keep these tips in mind next 
time you see a fallen tree in 
the water. It might just be an 
apartment house for fish.

If you and 
your husband were divorced after 
the marriage had lasted 20 years 
or longer and he was cculributing 
to your support when he died or 
was under Court Order to do so, 
you may be eligible for disabled 
widow's benefits.
